It is always necessary to inter= 
view many more candidates than 
there are openings, For this rea- 
son, we may have to interview 
more than 200 applicants for the 73

I believe that our recruiting pro- 
gram can be made dynamic and 
more effective using the following 
principles which I have advocated 
since joining the Committee, 

1, Our present policy of giving 
preference to candidates with 
teaching experience should be re= 
viewed, Such candidates can re= 
ceive experience only in another 
school system.

Allen Challenges Claims 
Of Wasted School Plans 


Philip K, Allen, a candidate for 
re-election to the Board of Select- 
men this week challenged the came 
paign claim of Candidate Ernest 
N, Hall that the town could save 
$50,000 to $75,000 by re-using 
the plans for the Sanborn School 
in constructing a new Southeast 
elementary building, 

Hall, a member of the Sanborn 
building committee, has _ said 
publicly that an agreement was 
made with the architect on that 
project to re-use his plans, 

Allen said that he and the other 
Selectmen were aware of the 
agreement, but pointed out that 
under terms of the agreement the 
architect’s fee for reuse would 
have to be negotiated along with 
the fee for any revisions desired, 
Because of this he said it was 
‘plucking figures out of the sky’’ 
to use a figure of $50,000 to 
$75,000 for estimated savings to 
be realized, 

In the discussion Allen said

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Editorial Comment 


Voters: Be Wary 


The municipal political campaign this year is focusing 
attention at last on what should have been regarded as 
the central issue in 1966 as well — the degree to which 
the manager form of government continues to hold favor 
with the voters who authorized it eight years ago, the 
possible need for charter revisions and the candidates’ 
views on the subject. 

There are many who swear allegiance to the manager 
form of government, but insist on harking back to the good 
old days when Andover was a village and could be 
governed by village methods. They represent a core of 
resistance to change that reaches right into Town Hall 
where a handful (and just a handful) of long-term em- 
ployees have proved reluctant, if not downright unwilling, 
to cooperate with the efforts of two town managers and a 
succession of manager-minded Selectmen to speed full 
implementation of the charter. 

Now, at least, we are getting some discussion of the 
subject and the discussion has stimulated alarm. 

The concern is not unjustified, considering some of the 
proposals that have been bandied about in recent weeks 

. proposals that have prompted the League of Women 
Voters to give them specific attention in a bulletin mailed 
this week: 

1. Proposals to reactivate independent town boards. 


2. Proposals to weaken the town manager government by 
eranting administrative functions to the Board of Select- 
men. 

3. A proposal to abolish the recreation department by 
town meeting action. 

4. Proposals to elect department heads. 

5. Proposals to decrease the Board of Selectmen to 
three, making them administrators rather than policy 
makers, 

As of this moment the town has something like 130 
residents serving on various boards and commissions and 
committees in unpaid capacities. Some serve more deli- 
gently and effectively than others, of course, but that is 
the way it is with committees. 

We have a high degree of opportunity for citizen par- 
ticipation in Andover, and substantial opportunity for 
control by the Selectmen over the appointees. The Select- 
men could probably be given an even greater voice in the 
selection of membership for such volunteer bodies without 
impairing the charter, but the day the Selectmen start 
naming boards and committees to function as administra- 
tors over town departments .. . and the day they, instead 
of the manager, start hiring department heads, Andover 
can dismiss all hope of ever achieving a government run 
in accord with professional standards and without 
favoritism. The ideal would prove even more difficult to 
attain if the townspeople themselves tried to evaluate the 
experience and skills of potential department heads and 
‘‘hire’’ them at the polls. 


The town now has stated and specific procedures for 
the hiring of municipal employees, and this applies to key 
departmental jobs along with those involving routine 
employment. Vacancies are advertised, candidates inter- 
viewed and departmental recommendations considered. 
Jobs are filled on the basis of merit once applicants have 
been evaluated, without regard for who knows whom. It is 
a system that gives potential employees an equal chance 
and makes them beholden to no one. 

Tied in with this procedure is a program for personnel 
administration that makes department heads responsible 
and evaluating the performance of the 
people working under them, an administrative role that 
some have not been required to perform in the past. The 
system is not yet functioning perfectly, but the machinery 
is there establishing a chain of command that spreads the 
responsibility for personnel from the top down.

Voters should be wary ot any proposal for a change in 
this system that will force prospective municipal em- 
ployees to curry favor with elected officials.
